How to Skin a Cat 


Bearcat 250 scanner owners CAN 
search and scan the 2 meter sub—band 
144-146 MHZ even though this appears 
not to be possible. The following 
procedure utilizes the fundamental 
frequency, not harmonic or images and 
no modification of the 250 is re- 
quired, For the purpose of explan- 
ation we will call any frequency from 
144-146 MHZ a "bogus" frequency. 


1) Select limits for search of 146.000 
and 146,010. | 


2) Advance the squelch fully clockwise. 


3) Depress the up key. 
4) With 146,000 on the display, depress 
the lockout key to put it into the 

recall memory. 


5) Now enter 36.000 and 37.000 as new 
search limits. 


6) vith the squelch set to your normal, 
' nosition for search recall 146,900 
and depress the down key. You are 

now searching from 146,000 to 144,00 


Advancing the squelch clockwise will 


stop scanning and you can advance 
to any desired bogus frequency in 
this band segment by reveated use 
of the up or down Keys. 


7) Gnee your bogus frequency is on the 
display it will be entered into 
recall memory by depressing the 
lockout key. 


Now any bogus frequency in search 
recall memory can be entered into scan 
memory as follows: 


1) Recall desired bogus frequency to 
the display. 


2) Advance the squelch fully clockwise. 
3) Turn the Bearcat 250 off then back 
on. 


4) SJenress lockout. The bogus frequen- 
cy is now entered into the channel you 
were on and the Scanner has been ad- 
vanced to the next channel number,

Technical Note 


Problem; Intermittent keying of trans- 
ceiver using Drake 1525 EM Microphone, 


Found: a) 
increased due to wear. 
b) "Push" lever had to be 
squeezed very tightly to main- 
tain even poor contact. 


Solution; 
a) The "dog ears" holding the 
plastic contact plate had room 
to adjust clearance by GENTLY 
Squeezing them against the 
plate but being sure that the 
Slide did not bind, 
b) The "Push" lever was ex— 
tended using "5 Minute" epoxy. 
The epoxy | was allowed to take 
about a 14 to 2 minute set and 
a small aren placed on the end 
of the Rod allowing it to run 
in to the crossed part for 
mechanical stability. Another 
bit was added to build up 
about a 1/16 inch +/- "ball" 
on the end and rotated while 
setting to provide a rounded 
Push surface. If necessary, 
the epoxy ball can be filed to 
fit.

No "3's", "8's," or "Seventy— 
Thirds"! (A column dedicated to better 
operations with no intent to offend or 
criticize, with the sincere hope that 
1t will be taken in the right spirit). 


Unless it is a training net or exer-—- 
cize, it is difficult, maybe impossible 
to offer a voice suggestion on how an- 
other operator might improve his oper- 
ation. Isn't it strange, how one can 
normally offer constructive suggest-— 
ions on CW but not on voice? Most 
authorities agree that the main reason 
for the tremendous growth of the Ama- 
teur Radio Service of the past few 
years has been due to the previous CB 
explosion. Operators from that service 
desirous of a better operation, have 
occasionally brought along some of the 
things that they wanted to leave -— CB 
Slanguage, as an example. One is 
starting to hear in the Amateur Radio 
Service expressions such as "threes," 
"eights," and "seventy—thirds." In 
Amateur Radio, there is no such termi- 
nology! What they are trying to say 
and mean, which in the first case 
means "Best regards," and the second, 
"Love and kisses." Since that is what 


ben 
— 


it means and stands for, it then be- 
comes the correct operating procedure 
not to pluralize something that is 
already plural. Don't add another 

"S" to it in translation or there is 
going to be so many "esses" in the 
meaning, it is going to sound like a 
snake hissing. Let's keep the Amateur 
language as pure as we can, as long as 
we can, or if we don't the next thing 
we will all be talking "pidgin Amateur 
Radio" and the person listening for 
the first time to Amateur Radio that 
Says, "Why that sounds just like the 
CB band" will be more than right!

Stay away from the "Space" subband 
frequencies when you are in non- 
satellite communications, 

Internationally—agreed upon band 
planning sets aside 145.800 to 145.999 
for "Space" communications. Simplex 
FM is being heard there and it's caus-— 
ing disruptions to satellite use — the 
strong and wide FM communications black 
out satellite signals that run but 1 or 
2 watts, further divided among all the 
Signals using the satellite. 

Avoid such harmful interference and 
Stay away from 145.8 — 145.999 except 
when using the satellites. 

On 10 meters, frequencies in use for 
satellite communications is from 29.35 
to 29,502 MHZ. Increased non-satellite 
use has been noted here lately (much of 
it from converted CA rigs.) 

Ordinary QSO and DX operation here is 
a growing problem. Amateur satellites 
are used by hams world-wide -- please 
don't give the United States another 
bad appearance around the world.
